Claims 1, 8 and 20 have been amended. Claim 9 has been canceled. Thus, claims 1-8 
and 10-20 are pending in this application.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 and 10-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Rcgardinu claims 1 and 8 : the prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed 
combination including: a housing with two opposite end walls which are made of a first material; 
two interacting gearwheels formed of a second material having a thermal expansion coefficient, 
which is different from that of the first material are journalled in bearings in the opposing walls; 
each of the gearwheels has the same nominal pressure angle smaller than 15° in order to 
minimize the deviation of the actual backlash from the nominal backlash when a center distance 
deviates from the nominal center distance during change in temperature of one of the parts 
included in the screw compressor.
